Germany Will Fight 
To Prevent Passage 


Of Troops to Poland 


Berlin, August 5.—The German 
rovernment is determined to pre- 
vent by all means the entente 
from sending troops through Ger- 
many to help Poland, according 
to a declaration made in the 
reichstag today by Dr. Walter 
Simons, the foreign minister. 

Dr. Simons intimated that if 
the necessity arose Germany 
would fight to prevent such “a 
violation” of Germany territory.

London, August 6—The Russian 
soviet’s reply to Great Britain’s 
call for a halt of the bolshevik ad- 
vance in Poland is a refusal, ac- 
cording to The London Times. The 
newspaper says the ground taken is 
that the armies would not obey an 
order to halt and will only be con- 
tent when they reach Warsaw, which 
has been promised to.them for loot. 

The Herald, the laborite organ, 
says that the British North sea 
squadron: has been ordered to the 
Baltic:sea, and that instructions 
have been issued to reimpose the 
blockade against Russia. 

A statement on the Russo-Polish 
situation made in the house of com- 
mons today by _ Premier Lloyd- 
George showed that the report that 
Great Britain had sent an ultima- 
tum to the soviet government in 
Moscow was unfounded. The state- 
ment showed also that the real.situ- 
ation at present is that the ‘Brit- 
ish government is still pressing 

e soviet government to conclude 
l with Poland on fair 
terms and agree to negotlate for 
peace at the conference already pro- 
posed by the allies to be held in 
London. 

To Act If Necessary. 

Mr. Lloyd-George was closely 
pressed by questioners with a view 
to obtaining, assurance that Great 
Britain will not become involved 
in war with Russia without the con- 
sent of parliament, but he could be 
drawn no further than to promise a 
full statement of the situation Mon- 
day. He added the hope that it 
would not be necessary to act, but 
said that the government certain- 
ly would take action if this were 
found to be necessary. 

Meantime news had reached Lon- 
don to hte effect that Poland's 
armistice delegation had started for 
Minsk to meet the soviet represen- 
tatives and it may be assumed that 
the Poles now have the necessary 
powers to discuss the principles of 
peace, which the bolshéviki demand- 
ed they should have. 

An official statement issued to- 
night declares there is no truth in 
the report printed in the newspapers 
that large quantites of war materials 
are being sent to Poland and that 
the war office would be able to 
send four divisions of troops there 
in the next few weeks. 

Arthur Henderson, the leader of 
the laborites in the house of com- 
mons, is seeking by a circular to 
the local labor parties throughout 
the country to rally the labor party 
into organizing demonstrations 
against intervention in Russia or 
supplying men or munitions to Po- 
land. The circular favors the im- 
mediate raising of the blockade 
against Russia nd resumption of 
trade relations with that country. 

In view of the known intense 
hostility of the labor party to mili- 
tary aids for Poland it is believed 
here that the government will limit 
any needful action to economic pres- 
sure on Russia. ; Sag ear 

In his statement in the hause of 
commons today in regard to last 
evening’s conference with the soviet 
delegates, Premier Lloyd-George 
said he and Mr. Bonar Law made 
it clear to Mm. Krassin and Kam- 
eneff that the immediate conclu- 
sion of an armistice on fair terms 
was the only course which would 
remove suspicion -that the soviet 
govérnment was insincere in its

BARRETT IS GIVEN 
ROUSING WELCOME 
BY LEGIONNAIRES 


Young Barnesville Ex- 
Service Man Who Chal- 
lenged Watson Meeting 
Gets Big Ovation Upon 
His Arrival Here. 


FORCED TO ADDRESS 
FORMER COMRADES 


Gives New Features of 
Exciting Moment When 
He Faced Infuriated 
Watson Crowd—Show- 
ered With Congratu- 
lations. 


Greeted upon his arrival at the 
Kimball house Thursday night by an 
enthusiastic crowd of American 
legionnaires and ex-service men 
who were fervent in praising his 
denunciation of the speech of Grov- 
er Edmondson, in Barnesville, Wed- 
nesday, Curtis Barrett, young at- 
torney and half brother of Charles 
S. Barrett, national president of 
the Farmers’ union, of Barnesville, 
corroborated reports of his action 
and modestly explained that he had 
no idea of the clamor of publicity 
that would arise. Barrett served 
twenty-three months overseas as an 
enlisted man. 

Since his spontaneous speech be- 
fore a Thomas E. Watson meeting 
in the Pike county town Wednes- 
day, Mr, Barrett has been showered 
with telegrams and letters congratu- 
lating him on his fearless stand, 
but the welcome from the legton 
delegation Thursday night seemed 
a surprise, and it was with smiling 
réluctance ‘that Mr. Barrett spoke 
at all to them. His remarks, brief 
and to the pojnt, merely recounted 
the happenings at the Watson meet- 
ing and reiterated his stand that 
Edmondson’s remarks had insulted 
every man who had worn the Amer- 
ican uniform. 

Shewer of Telegrams. 

Among the many telegrams re- 
ceived by Mr. Barrett was the fol- 
lowing from Curran R. Ellis, a 
prominent architect, of Macon: 

“All loyal democrats com- 
mend your courageous stand 
calling down Watson and Ed- 

mondson. These slackers, along 

with Hardwick and Hoke Smith, 
too, who failed to back our army 
and navy during stress of war, 
should not be allowed to tra- 
duce those who were loyal. 
Hope American Legion will fol- 
low them over our beloved state 
and show such traitors that 
where manhood, loyal to a 
righteous cause; predominates, 
they cannot defame the glo- 
rious record of our army and 
navy. and insult our honored 
president without being driven 
from the state.” 

Briefly, almost in epigrams, Mr. 
Barrett recounted the Barnesville 
episode, giving interesting angles 
not reported heretofore. 

He said that the attitude of Ed- 
mondson, and that of Watson, were 
highly genteel and most gracious 
until they saw that he was de- 
nouncing the speech of Edmond- 
son. Then, said Mr. Barrett, “the 
fireworks began. 

Watson Takes Hand. 

“As soon as the object of my 
remarks was known, Tom Watson 
rushed to the edge of the stage, 
his face white as chalk, his arms’ 
threshing like flails, and he began 
to exhort the thousand or more men 
in the audience. He rushed to me, 
shook again those long arms, and 
cried, ‘You’re trying to break up 
my meeting. It happened last night 
in Fort Valley; it’s happening here 
again. It’s concocted, I tell you, 
and I won't have it!’ 

“Then he rushed back to the edge 
of the stage and began to exhort 
his followers. In less than no time 
he had them milling like cattle and 
rushing down to the edge of the 
Platform threatening me. Bemg a 
peculfmr sort of cuss, my anger goes 
in and doesn’t crop out. I was 
mad, but st stood there, and 
they circled around me and did 
nothing. 

“I glanced around behind me and 
saw some wizened little guy mak- 
ing a face at me. He walked off 
when I looked at him. 

' Difference in Attitude. 

“But the most striking thing was | 
the difference in their attitude up 
until the time when they saw that 
I was against them. I had sat 
there through Watson's speech, and 
because he was an invited guest, 
I had gaid nothing. He said, by

State’s Attorney General 


Rules Police Lack Pow- 
er to Make Arrests for 


“Dry” Violations. 


Baltimore, August 5.—State’s At- 
torney General Armstrong has ruled 
that the police of Baltimore city do 
not possess the power to make ar- 
rests for violations of the Volstead 
act. 

Some weeks ago, in response to 
an inquiry from the police com- 
missioner, Mr. Armstrong ruled that 
the police of Baltimore were un- 
der no legal compulsion to assist 
in the enforcement of the Volstead 
act. Now the attorney general has 
gone further and in response to a 
query ‘from Commissioner Gaither. 
today ruled that They can not legal- 
ly make arrests for violations of the 
Volstead act. 0 

The attorney general holds tha 
“the police of Baltimore city do not 
at this time, by virtue of their of- 
ficjal position, possess the power to 
make legal arrests for violations of 
the Volstead act, or validly to exe- 
cute federal processes issued by vir- 
tue of its provisions.” 


GOV. COX GALLS 
FOR AID OF TAFT 
~ TN LEAGUE FIGHT 


Nominee and Democratic 
Leaders Hope Ex-Presi- 

dent Will Support Pro- 

League Candidates for 
Senate.

Dayton. Ohio, August 5.— (United 
News.)—Democratic leaders have 
„every expectation” that William 
Howard Taft, despite Senator Har- 
ding’s stand for rejection of the 
peace treaty, will urge the nomina- 
tion of republican senatorial can- 
didates who are in favor of the 
league of nations, Governor Cox said 
in a statement here today. 

In Cox’s assertion is seen the 
beginning of a democratic drive to 
revive the old senate republican 
fight between “irreconcilables,” led 
by Johnson and Borah, and the mild 
reservationists of the Kellomg-Len- 
root type who were backed by Taft. 

Cox Explains About Taft. 

The governor’s statement was oc— 
casioned by mention of victory in 
the democratic primarie for the 
league candidates in Missouri and 
Oklahoma, and Taft’s recent articles 
attacking Harding’s speech of ac- 
ceptance. Cox explained that he did 
not expect Taft to support demo- 
crats in any instances, but that Ex- 
President Taft would be a strong 
worker for the league and still re- 
main a republican. 

Cox’s statement follows: 

“We have every expectation that 
Judge Taft will urge republicans in 
any state where a primary contest 
is on for the nomination of a can- 
didate for United States senator to 
support the man or men who are in 
favor of the league of nations. By 
so doing he can consistently remain 
a republican in the face of his state- 
ment that the position of his pres- 
idential candidate on this question 
is wrong.” 

The subject of senatorial elec- 
tiogs Was also discussed by Cox with 
Gordon Woodbury, member of the 
notification committee from New 
Hampshire. 

“We will beat Senato® Moses in 
November as sure as the sun sets,“ 
said Woodbury, “and I believe the 
state will be in the democratic 
column.” 

Woodbury obtained a tentative 
agreement from C that he will 
make one speech . New Hamp- 
shire, probably at anchester, at 
some date between August 20 and 
September 1. Cox stated thdt he 
also plans to invade Massachusetts 
and Connecticut. 

Preparing for Notification. 

In honor of the notification com- 
mittee selected at San Francisco 
to officiate here Saturday, Gov- 
eynor and Mrs. Cox will give a 
buffet noen luncheon at Trails End, 
preceding the ceremonies at the 
Montgomery county fair grounds. 
Members of the democratic national 
committee and other prominent 
democrats also will attend. Besides 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the vice 
presidential nominee, Mrs. Roose- 
velt and their daughter, house 
guests at Trail’s End, during the 
notification period, will ‘include 
Chairman White, of the nationa! 
committee, and former Governor 


[Campbell, of Ohio.

10 INSTITUTIONS 
VOTED BY HOUSE 


Georgia Tech Appropria- 
tion Fund Doubled, Giv- 
ing Institution $250,000, 
in Bill Passing by Big 
Majority. 


SENATE GROUP TO ACT 
ON INCOME TAX TODAY 


By Voting These Big Ap- 
propriations, the House 
Makes Senate Squarely 
Responsible for Raising 
Funds. 


Appropriation bills increasing the 
maintenance of state institutions 
glided through the house all day 
yesterday with negligible opposi- 
tion, piling up to the tune of $794,- 
500 for the day. Chairman Cars- 
well, of the appropriations commit- 
tee, had the situation under com- 
plete control throughout both ses- 


sions. Only such bills as his com- 
mittee had recommended as neces- 
sary to the continued functioning 
of the institutions went through. 
All amendments to the program 
were killed. These included all the 
committee appropriations for the 
university and its branches. 

In his opening statement to thr 
house, 
told the house that the appropria- 
tion bills, if adoted, would greatly 
exceed the revenue of the state. 

“If you pass these measures,” he 
said, the general assembly must 
provide the means with which to 
pay them. If the sénate Hes down 
on, the job and fails to ralse 
revenue, itis, my. et 

overnor will veto ever» one of 
them, and call an extra session to 
place the burden squarely on the 
legislature to provide the means 
for their payment. He ought to 
do so. Every one of these bills is 
necessary for the institution to 
which it relates, but the money 
must be raised to pay them if they 
are to be paid.“ 

Senate Responsible. 

In passing the appropriation bills 
Thursday, the house put the re- 
sponsibility of finding the money 
squarely up to the senate. The 
income tax bill, which is the solu- 
tion finally arrived at after a com- 
promise on the original tax reform, 
measures has passed the house ana 
will be acted on by the senate con- 
Stitutional amendment committee 
Friday afteinoon. It is ungerstood 
that strenuous opposition is being 
made to its passage by the senate. 

The first appropriation bill to be 
passed at the morning session in- 
creased the maintenance fund of the 
twelve district agricultural schools 
$10,000 each, making a total 01 
$120,000. This raises the mainte- 
nance fund of each from $15,000 to 
25,000. This bill met with severer 
opposition than any other measure 
considered during te day. Mr. Stew- 
art, of Atkinson, and others, sought 
to table the measure, but when the 
roll was called it was found to 
have 121 votes. 24 more than the 
necessary majority. Mr. Rogers, vf 
Elbert, proposed an amendment that 
the money should be paid out of this 
year’s revenue, but it was voted 
down. 

The bill carrying the appropria- 
tions for the state university and 
all of its branches, with the ex- 
ception of Georgia Tech, was next 
on the calendar. Amendments were 
adopted carrying $25,000 for a wa- 
ter system to protect the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture against fire and 
$5,000 for repairs to the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial college build- 
ings. These were committee amend- 
ments and were originally included 
in separate bills. 

Items of Maintenance. 

The items of increased mainte- 
nance were as follows: University 
of Georgia (proper), $25,000; State 
Nofmal college, 330,000; South 
Georgia Normal, $5,000: G. N. I., 
320.000: State College of Agricul- 
ture, $20,000; North Georgia Agri- 
cultural college, $5,000. An appro- 
priation of $20,000 was made for 
Bowden college, the new institution 
taken over by ‘the state last year. 
The university bill, of which Brown, 
of Clarke, and Alfriend, of Bald- 
win, were the authors, received 130 
votes, the highest vote given to any 
measure acted on durir~ the day. 

The Georgia Tech bill. doubling 
the maintenance appropriation and 
making it $250,000 instead of $125,- 

0,. was next placed on passage. 
Chairman Carswell made an earnest 
plea for Tech, telling the house that 
conditions were such that the insti- 
tution would’ be practically closed 
unless the bill was adopted. One 
of the strongest speeches made for 
any of the appfopriation bills was 
made by Judge Davis. of Oglethorpe. 
for Tech. Judge Davis told .the 
members that the technological 
school was doing more for the in- 
dustrial development of the state 
‘than any other institution in it. He 
declared that the money was abso- 
lutely needed and that it was the 
duty of the general assembly to pro- 
vide it. They could not escape this 
responsibility by pleading that 
there was no money. when they 
were clothed with the power to raise 
it. The Tech bill passed by a vote 


was obtained by John Y. Smith for 
its Immediate transmission to the 
serate. : 

At the afternoon session addition- 
al maintenance appropriations of 
$10,000 each were voted to the 
Georgia Training School for Girls 
near Atlagata and the Training 
School for Boys at Milledgeville. 
giving them a total of 345.000 each

The message received by the gov- 
ernor from Mayor Lon Fox and 
Sheriff Robert Watkins, of Frank- 
lin county, follows: 

“Race riot here. Italian people 
are being assaulted and their prop- 
erty destroyed. The situation is out 
of control of the city and county 
officials. Troops are needed at 
once.” 

Governor Lowden has ordered 
five companies of the Ninth Illinois 
infantry to proceed at once to West 
Frankfort under command of Major

DENVER POST PLANT 


DAMAGED BY THE MOB 


Rioters Entered the Build- 


ing and Smashed Lino- 
type Machines and 
Presses—Several Street 
Cars’ Wrecked—Rioting 
Grew Qut of Strike of 
Trolley Workers. 


Denver, Colo, August 5.—One un- 
identified man was killed and be- 
tween thirty and thirty-five per- 
sons, including Chief of Police: 
Hamilton Armstrong and eight—or 
ten other policemen, were injured, 
several seriously, in rioting be- 
tween striking street car men, their 
Sympathizers and 
tonight. Five street cars have been 
wrecked and the plant of The Den- 
ver Post damaged by the crowd. 
The mob at 10:30 p. m. was gath- 
ering in front of the tramway 
building, where the strikebreakers 
are housed, but had attempted no 
violence, i 


The rioting started this afternoon 
when two cars manned by strike- 
breakers were forced to stop by a 
motor truck on the track. While 
the cars were halted a parade of 
strikers and sympathizers who had 
been conducting a demonstration at 
the city hall while a committee 
from the trades and labor assembly 


the corner. There were one thou- 
sand in the parade. Fighting im- 
médiately became general and has 
continued almost steadily ever since 
in various portions of the city. 


others were turned on thelr sides 
in front of the Cathédral of the Im- 
maculate Conception, 

Strikebreakers who manned the 
last two cars took refuge inside 
the cathedral and remained there 
until rescuéd by the police. 

Wrecked Newspaper Office. 

The mob gathered in front of The 
Post building just after attacking 
the first cars. It was dispersed 
that time without having done more 
than taking copies of the afternoon 


edition from newsboys and littering 
the streets with them. The Post 
has opposed the strike. ® 

At 8 o'clock the crowd again 
gathered in front of The Post. 
Nearly all the windows in the pres~ 
ent plant, a three-story building, 
and in a new oen being built next 
door, were broken, When Post em- 
ployees hoisted an American flag 
over the building, the rioting sub- 
sided slightly, but was renewed a 
few minutes later with greater 
vigor. 

The mob then entered the build- 
ing. Hammers and spikes were 
thrown into the linotype machines; 
paper rolls were moved into the 
streets; water was poured on the 
presses, and the presses were dam 
aged by hammers. Shots were fired 
several times during the trouble, 
and a number of persons Were 
wounded. Others were injured by 
being struck by flying bricks and 
other missiles. No accurate ace 
count of the injured was obtainable. 
There was no abatement in the 
rioting at 10:30 p. m. 

Among the injured are A. 6. 
Smith and Ralph A. Darling, botia 
of Denver, both shot through tne 
lungs, and Russell Willishan, of 
Salida, Colo., shot through the neck. 

Troops were reported coming te 
Denver from Fort Logan.

For the first time probably in the 
history of the Georgia legislature, 
certainly for the first time since 
reconstruction days, a negro was 
invited to address the house of rep- 
resentatives yesterday, being given 
ten minutes by the speaker at the 
opening of the afternoon session. He 
was the Rev. William Mack Lee, 
who was General Robert E. Lee's 
cook during the four years of the 
civil war. He was introduced to 
the house by Representative Har- 
vin, of Calhoun. 

The colored minister gave some 
interesting reminiscences of his old 
master, indicative of his courage 
and devotion to the 
cause, which greatly delighted the 
members. He also told them that 
he is the only negro preacher in 
Virginia who votes the democratic 
ticket. He declared that the south- 
ern white man had done more for 
the negro than all the rest of the 
world and that the negro must rec- 
ognize and accept the fact that the 
white man will always govern this 
country. 

The Rev. Lee wore a coat of con- 
federate gray, such as he always 
wears while jn attendance upon 
confederate reunions, where he is 
a favorite with the gray veterans 
The purpose of his visit to Atlanta 
is to sell a book of reminiscences 
of the civil war and of plantation 
life, which he has comniled, the 
proceeds of which go to rebuilding 
his church at Norfolk, Va., whic 
was destroyed by fire. He sells the 
books at $1 and disposed of a good 
supply of them to the solons who 
had listened to his talk. 

While in Atlanta, Lee expects to 
make addresses at a number of 
white churches. He is @ member 
of Picket Buchanan post, U. C. V.. 
Norfolk, Va., and is 84 years of age.

AGAIN RENDING 
HAPLESS MEXICO 


Open Hostilities Are Be- 
gun Against Central 
Government by Rebel 
Governor Cantu. — 


San Diego, Cal. August 5.—Hos- 
tilities have begun at Ensenada in 
the rebellion of Governor Esteban 
Cantu against the Mexican central! 
federal government with seizure by 
Cantu authorities of the Mexican 
patrol ship Tecate, ckilling of Cap- 
tain Leonardo Zep#&a, of the Te- 
cate, and arrest aying of the 
crew, acording information 
brought to San Diego today. Seiz- 
ure of the Tecate and shooting of 
her captain took place night before 
last, 

Information was brought by the 
power schooner Newark; Captain A. 
H. Moore, which loaded a cargo of 
copper ore at Point San Jose and 
put in at Ensenada yesterday fore- 
noon. 

Coupled with opening of hostili- 
ties on the federal government is 
the escape of David Zarate, former 
mayor of Ensenada and recently 
proposed as governor to succeed 
Cantu. Zarate arrived in San Diego 
aboard the Newark, owing his life 
to refuge afforded by Captain 
Moore and hiding in a water tank 
aboard the Newark. 

Treacherous Invitation. 

As learned by Captain Moore, the 
shooting of Captain Zeepeda, of the 
Tecate, accomplished by a ruse, 
taking advantage of the fact that 
word of rebellion had not yet re- 
ported the patrol boat. Three high 
Cantu officials, whose names were 
not given, invited Captain Zeepeda 
ashore in a friendly manner (for 
conference or as a dinner guest, 
according to the information given. 
When he had landed, one of three 
seized him and one or both of the 
others firgd bullets into his body. 

Yesterday the entire crew of the 
Tecate was said to be missing and 
Cantu soldiers were in possession of 
the boat. What had been done with 
the crew was not learned, 

Confiscation of horses, cattle and 
supplies by order of Governor Can- 
tu was reported by ranchers to be 
going on throughout the Lower 
California district. At Ensenada 
and inland, it was said, the people 
have become much alarmed with the 
evident preparations of Cantu for 
resistance to the federal forces. 


CALL ON CANTU 
FOR SURRENDER... 

Los Angeles, Cal., August 5.—Un- 
conditional surrender was demand- 
ed of Governor Esteban Cantu, of 
the northern district of Lower Cali- 
fornia by the represcentatives of 
Provisional President de La Huerta, 
who recently conterred with him at 
Mexicali, it was announced here to- 
day at the agency of the de facto 
Mexican government. 

It was said that if Cantu immedi- 
ately ceased activities against the 
federal government and retired from 
the governorship, he would be re- 
stored to a colonelcy in the federal 
army, a position he formerly held. 
COMMISSION SENT 
TO GOVERNOR CANTU. 


Mexico City, August 5.—Provi- 
sional President de La Huerta has 
sent a commission to Estaban 
Cantu, goveror of Lower Califor- 
nia, in an effort to dissuade that 
official from continuing his revolt 
against the federal government. 
Hopes are entertained by the pro- 
visional presidént that the conflict 
can be settled without bloodshed, 
according to The Universal. 

Government troops which will be 
sent into Lower California to put 
down the insurrection led by Esta- 
ban Cantu, governor of that state, 
are being mobilized at Guaymas 
and Puerto Isabel, in the state of 
Sonora, and at other points, Gen- 
eral P. Elias Calles, secretary of 
war, said last night.

DEBATE s BITTER 
ON IRISH MEASURE 


Is 
Passed to Its Second 
Reading, 273 to 68--Most 
Cutting Personalities 
and Denunciation Used.

London, August 5.—The bitteres: 
debate in the history of the Anglo- 
irish dispute and one which veiged 
at times on the most cutting of per- 
sonalities and denunciation, marked 
the presentation in the house of 
commons of Lloyd-George's meas- 
ure for the restoration of order in 
Ireland. 


The measure was passed to its 
second reading by a vote of 273 to 
68, under the efficient gulllotine 
rule by which it is hoped to force 
it through to a final vote Friday 
night. 

Lloyd-George and former Premier 
Herbert H. Asquith singied out the 
occasion for stinging interchange 
of retorts over policy which dug 
deep into the past for its basis. The 
State of Ireland during the war, 
when, according to Lioyd-George, 
an army of 150,000 disloyal men 
Was engaged in a treasonable con- 
Spiracy to overthrow the British 
empire, was recalled to the oppo- 
hents of the bill—and particularly 
to the attention of the former pre- 
mier, as sufficient reason for Eng- 
land’s present policy. And that was 
by no means the bitterest shaft 
cast by the government during the 
lengthy debate. 


Statistics of Crimes. 


A. Bonar Law, spokesman for the 
government, in introducing’ the 
measure, prefaced the main action 
by citing statistics of crimes in 
Ireland during the last six months. 

Since the first of the year, he de- 
clared, 73 policemen, five soldiers 
and 18 civilians have been killed. 
while 19 policemen, 37 soldiers and 
countless’ civilians have been 
wounded, and throughout" all this, 
he declared, not a single person 
has been convicted of murder. 


The Catholic church, said Bonar 
Law, is doing its utmost to dis- 
courage this wave of murder. And 
he could not believe that Sinn Fein 
itself really approved the crime. 

“It is the government’s duty to 
restore order. It has done so be-

U.S. MUST DECIDE 
FOR PEACE OR WAR 


Senator Harding Wants 
No Council of Foreign~ 
ers to Summon Sons of 
America to Battle. 


Marion, Ohio, August 5.—A plea 
that future questions of peace and 
war be decided by the nation’s 
conscience and not by any council 
of foreign powers was voiced by 
Senator Harding today in a talk to 
a cheering crowd of Spanish war 
veterans gathered here in reunion. 

“Here in America,” he said, “we 
do not need any one to tell us what 
We can read it 
in our own conscience. I want to 
hold the American conscience strict- 
ly and solely American. 

“I want America to play its part 
in the world, but I do not want a 
council of foreign powers at any 
time, tor. any reason, to summon the 
sons of America to battle.” 

It was a national spirit awaken- 
ing to the defense of American 
rights, the nominee asserted, that led 
this country inte both the Spanish 
war and world war, and that always 
could be counted on to hold the re- 
public secure. He added that al- 
though underlying considerations of 
humanity had urged the United 
States into both conflicts, it had 
required, a physical infringement 
of national rights in each case to 
start the flag of war. 

Veterans Demanded Speech. 

The talk was made in response 
to the clamorous demands of the 
veterans, who were members of the} ° 
Fourth Ohio infantry, when the Sen- 
ator and Mrs. Harding accepted an 
invitation to be the regiment’s 
guests of honor at their reunion. 
They arrived at the reunion grounds 
in the midst of a program of music 
and oratory, and the reunion of- 
ficials refused to go on until the 
candidate had talked to them and 
had stood for half an hour shaking 
hands with the crowd. Then they 
rendered an old camp fire song for 
him and sent him away with a re- 
sounding “three cheers for Har- 
ding.”

Nashville, Tenn., August 5.—The

HARDING PLEADS 

FOR RATIFICATION. 

Marion, Ohio, August 5.—Further 
influence for ratification of the 
woman suffrage amendment by the 
Tennessee legislature was exerted 
today by Senator Harding in tele- 
grams to republican and suffrage 
leaders at Nashville. 

To State Senator John C. Houk, 
chairman of the republican state 
committee, the “nominee wired as 
follows: | 

“With the approach of a decision 
by the general assembly of Tennes- 
see on the matter of ratifying the 
suffrage amendment to the federal 
constitution, I would like to be ad- 
vised as to poll of republican mem- 
bers. I cling to the belief that the 
Tennessee republicans are in posi- 
tion to serve both party and coun- 
try by effecting ratification. Will 
welcome advice as to whether I can 
aid in securing this act of justice 
— the women citizenship of our na- 

on.“ 


He also sent a telegram of en- 


couragement to Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
man Catt, president of the Nationa! 
Woman Suffrage association, in re- 
sponse to a joint appeal for help 
from her and Mrs. George Fort Mil- 
ton, president ot the Tennessee 
League of Woman Voters. The mes- 
sage to Mrs. Catt follows: 

“Your telegram received. No dis- 
couragement is voiced from here. 
On the contrary, we are continuing 
to encourage the republicans of the 
Tennessee general assembly to join 
cordially in the effort to consum- 
mate ratification.” 

It was said at Harding headquar- 
ters today’s telegrams to Tennes- 
See were sent after republican na- 
tional committee headquarters had 
made a canvass of the suffrage sit- 
uation at Nashville and had report- 
ed in detail to Senator Harding. 

Previously the nominee had re- 
fused to take direct action in the 
absence of definite word regard- 
ing the basis of the opposition 
among Tennessee legislators. He 
made public today the following 
telegram sent to the Harding and 
Coolidge club at Washington, D. C., 
in response to an appeal for help 
before the national committee’s 
data had been completed. 

“You can understand why I can 
not consistently urge Tennessee leg- 
islators to vote for the ratification 
without knowing their reasons for 
such committals as they have made 
The .situatton is being reported to 
national headquarters, where it will 
be given attention at once.’ 


COX TO TAKE 
FURTHER STEPS. 


Dayton, Ohio, August 5.—Addi- 
tional measures to secure Tennes- 
see’s ratification of the federal 
woman's suffrage amendment were 
promised today by Governor Cox. In 
what avenues his efforts would be 
put forth, the nominee did not state, 
but he said that he would make 
further moves immediately. He 
held another conference today on 
the Tennessee situation with Mrs. 
Abbey Scott Baker, of the natioga! 
woman’s party. 


COX CONSIDERS 


TENNESSEE FIGHT. 


Dayton, Ohio, August 5.—Much 
time was devoted by Governor Cox 
today to a Survey of the woman 
Sufirage fight in Tennessee. He 
exchanged Tennessee information 
with Mrs. Abby Scott Baker, of the 

va"ional Woman's party, and said 
it was ‘a very complex situation,” 
partly cecause of state constitu- 
tioual questions raised regarding 
jurisdictiun of the legislature to 
act on the proposed federal amend- 
ment. 

Governor Cox said much work 
would be required before favorable 
action in Tennessee could be as- 
sured. He had not received mes- 
sages from members of the legisla- 
ture urging a “hands-off” policy, 
and did not indicate his prospective 
replies, 

Mrs. Baker said that the demo- 
cratic nominee was doing much 
more effective work in Tennessee 
than Senator Harding, the repu»b- 
lican candidate. 

“Governor Cox has been sending 
telezerams and doing work that 
really counts,” said Mrs. Baker, 
who visited Senator Harding yes- 
terday, “while Senator Harding has 
been sending telegrams asking how 
he might help.” 

It was suggested that the gov- 
ernor might visit Tennessee, but 
this was deemed improbable. 


CHRISTENSEN WIRES 
OX AND HARDING. 


New York, August &.—Before 
starting for Nashville, Tenn., late 
today to urge ratif'tcation of the 
federal suffrage amendment, Par- 
ley P. Christensen, presidential 
candidate of the farm-labor party 
sent teiegrams to Senator Harding 
and Governor Cox, of Ohio, urging 
that they go in person to the south- 
ern state to urge passage of the 
women’s suffrage umendment by 
the Tennessee legislature. 

J have received the appalling in- 
formation that ratification by Ten- 
nessee is in grave doubt,” the mes- 
sage declares. “The message then 
calls attention to the fact that Har- 
ding and Cox are the leaders of the 
republican and democratic parties, 
respectively, and adds:

EURIER DENOUNCED 


Citizens of Calhoun Reply 
to Pastor’s Reference 
to Pool There. 


Two denunciations of sensational 


charges made Sunday night by Dr. 
Caleb A. Ridley, pastor of the Cen- 
tral Baptist church, anent condi- 
tions at public swimming ~ pools. 
came Thursday from Calhoun, in 
Gordon county. 

One of the statements announc- 
ing the charges came in the form 
of an affidavit from C. R. Nance, 
proprietor of a swimming pool near 
Calhoun, which had been attacked 
by Dr. Ridley, and the other state- 
ment was signed by A. R. McDan- 
iel, vice president and secretary of 
the Gordon County board of Trade. 

“As secretary of the Gordon 
County Board of Trade, Mr. Me- 
Daniel said, “I feel it my duty to 
deny the statement made by Dr. 
Ridley. and herewith enclose a 
Signed statement made by Mr C. 
R. Nance, highly respected citizen 


and owner and operator of said 
Swimming pool, which is sufficient 


proof that Dr. Ridley’s words are 


untrue.” 

In an affidavit Mr. Nance said: 

“This is to certify that I have read the 
statement of Dr. Caleb A. Ridley in The 
Atianta Constitution of August 3, in regard 
to a swimming pool which he states ‘is 
buried in the heart of a forest ten miles 
from Calhoun and that young men and wcm- 
en after attending his evening services 
would get in automobiles and drive to the 
pool and go to the nocturnal resort witb- 
out a light of any kind at the pool.’ 

Dr. Ridley further states: ‘He aston- 
ished and shocked some of the parents of 
the city by reciting what had been told 
him by the man who operated the resort.’ 
I am the owner and operator of above de- 
scribed swimming pool, and I hereby certify 
that the pool is only nine miles from Cal 
houn, and within 198 feet of my residence 
within sight of a church, and within 120 
feet of a public road. The pool is not lo- 
cated in the heart of a forest, there being 
open fields and pasture lands north, east 
and west of the pool and a small strip of 
woods south and a little distance away from 
the pool. I have never seen but two women 
in bathing in the pool after night, and 
I have never seen anything startling, shock- 
ing or immoral going on in or around the 
pool. When the pool is used at night it 
is lighted by automobile lights. 

„J have never met Dr. Caleb A. Ridley 
and did not tell him or “anyone else that 
such things had happened in or about the 
pool, and to the best of my knowledge noth- 
ing immoral has ever happened around it.’ 


STATE CHAMBERS 
FIGHTING TATUM 
FREIGHT MEASURE 


Continuation of the operation of 
freight trains on Sunday is being 
advocated by the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce and similar organiza- 
tions all over the state, according 
to a statement made by Secretary 
Charles E. Robertson, who adds 
that a fight is being started in 
favor of a substitute to the Tatum 
bill. introduced in the lower house, 

The Tatum bill is opposed to Sun- 
day freight operation, and calls for 
repeal of the measure which per- 
mitted freight trains to operate on 
Sunday during the war emergency. 
The substitute for the Tatum bill 
provides for the operation of the 
trains on Sunday as long as the 
railroad commission deems expe- 
dient.

FREIGHT SITUATION 
HERE MUCH IMPROVED 


Co-operation of All Factions 
Concerned Relieves Acute 
Shortage of Cars. 


The freight ear situation in At- 
lanta railroad yards, which has been 
in a serious condition, has been re- 
lieved to a great extent within the 
last few days through the combined 
efforts of the chamber of com- 
merce, shippers, consignees and the 
railroads.

The 
first of these by Senator Fowler. of

Yet, only a few months ago both 
were running about the state de- 
claring that if the will of the peo- 
ple expressed in the recent presi- 
dential preference primary were

In the last few months 
you could get bonds of the United 
Kingdom to net the investor 11.50, 
but Harris, Forbes & Co. quote 
them today on a basis of 9.95. That 
the bonds of Great Britain sell low- 
er than those of . Ontario is, of

It is unfortunate that 
of recent years he has been at outs 
with the party leaders, at odds with 
the administration, but I am n- 
vinced that Mr. Smith in a singie- 
handed race with Mr, Watson, would 
not have the ghost of a chance of 
election. Only last spring he ran 
thousands of votes behind Mr, 
Watson, in a primary wherein Mr. 
Watson made no speeches and con- 
ducted no campaign. Now Mr. Wat- 
Son is making an aggressive cam- 
paign with big crowds.

Now he wears the scars of a re- 
cent defeat. Since then he had 
alienated many of his followers 
by an alliance with Mr, Watson at 
the Atlanta convention.

MAKENEW 
RULINGS 


de York, August 5.—The special 
cOmmitteg of the United States Golf 
assoctation, sent abroad early this 
summer to confer with the ruies of 
golf committee at St. drews, not 
only settled a number of points 
which had come up for decision, 
but also decided upon a uniform 
code on both sides of the Atlantic 
so that the spirit and traditions 
of the game will be preserved, it 
Was announced here today. 
Changes made in the rules affect 
the: stymie, the lost ball penalty, 
amateur and professional definition 
the standardized ball, and other mi- 
nor details. All of these changes 
take effect September 1, of this 
year, with the exeeption of the 
standard ball n will go 
into effect in May, 1921. The new 
rules in brief form, are as follows: 
Amateurs Defined. 
Professional definition: “One who, 
after attaining the age of sixteen 
years has carried clubs for hire, 
received any consideration, either 
directly or indirectly, for playing or 
for teaching the game, or for play- 
ing in a match or tournament, or 
for a money prize in any tourna- 
ment. Every application for rein- 
Statement to amateur status will 
be considered on its own merits, but 
a player may not be reinstated more 
than once; and any applicant for 
i must have acted 80 
as to come within the, definition of 
an amateur golfer for a period of 
cree consecutive years immediate- 
y 
cation, while no one who has been 
a professional for five years or more 
shall be eligible for reinstatement.” 
amateur is one who has not 
done any of the things above men- 
tioned defining a professional, and 
violations of the amateur rules in- 
clude lending one's name or like- 
ness for the advertisement or sale 
of anything except as a dealer, 
manufacturer or inventor theerof in 
the usual course of business: or 
permitting one’s name to be adver- 
tised or published for pay as the 
author of books or articles on golf 
of which one is not actually the 
author. 


Lost Ball Penalty. 

In future there will Be the same 
penalty for lost balls, unplayable 
ball, and out-of- bounds—in other 
words, the player must go back to 
where he played from and lose 
stroke and distance, and a provi- 
sional ball may be played to save 
time, in each case. The stymie def- 
inition states that a stymie is laid 
When both balls are on the put- 
ting green and the opponent's ball 
lies in any position which the play- 
er regards ag interfering with his 
line to the hole, providing the balls 
be not within six inches of each 
other. The rule then provides that 
“if the opponent lay the player a 
Stymie, the player may remove the 
opponent’s ball; the opponent shall 
then be deemed to have holed in 
his next stroke.“ 

If the golfer playing within the 
boundaries of the putting green 
lays himself a stymie the rule does 
not apply. 
: Standard Ball. 


The rule regarding the standard- 
ized ball requires that the weight 
of the ball shall be not greater 
than 1.62 ounces and the size not 
less than 1.62 inches in diameter. 
The rules of the golf committee 
and the executive committee of the 
United States Golf association will 
take whatever steps they consider 
necessary to limit the power of the 
ball with regard to distance, should 
any ball of greater power be in- 
troduced. These changes in the 
rules will require the rewriting of 
several, and this will be accom- 


plished as soon as the royal and, 


ancient committee submits its draft 
for consideration by the United 
States Golf association, so that the 
wording will be uniform in both 
countries.

“If the answer is unsatisfactory, 
and if it becomes quite clear that 
the soviet authorities mean to de- 
stroy Poland, I certainly could not 
give an yundertaking of that kind.” 

The premier’s reply brought out 
cheers. 

Among British officials and dip- 
lomats of other nations here, un- 
disguised anxiety is felt over the 
Russo-Polish situation. One high 
official said: 

The situation is as grave as that 
in August, 1914.“ 

Germany and Russia in Pact. 

Soviet Russia concluded a secret 
treaty with Germany concerning 
Poland a few weeks before the great 
Polish offensive began, says a cor- 
respondent of The London Times. 
He claims he has secured the in- 
formation from “excellent authori- 
ty.” The treaty, it is asserted, con- 
tained the following provisions: 

“Russia, without interference from 
Germany, would be allowed to ap- 
propriate all of Poland’s arms, mu- 
uitions, rolling stock and foodstuffs. 

After the conquest of Poland, per- 
| mission would be given Russia to 
send a number of bolshevik com- 
missioners into that country to con- 
trol the export of Polish supplies 
of all kinds. 

Russia would then undertake to 
completely evacuate Poland in fa- 
vor of Germany, which would hold 
the country as a guarantee against 
future credits to Russla and return 
for German goods and German labor 

“Russia,” the correspondent adus. 

“intends to th» to avoid the terms 
of this treat by the creation ot 
a Polish bol» evik army, the first 
steps in the Yormation of which are 
now being taken in occupied areas 
of Poland. When Russia withdraws 
from Poland she will leave this bo- 
lish army, permitting Germany to 
take such steps as she can to face 
ine situation.

demonstration against Polish Pom- 
erania. 

The Polish government has asked 
the members of the Franco-British 
mission to return respectively to 
Paris and London, lay the real sit- 
uation in Poland before their gov- 
ernments, and give their opinion 
as regards suitable aid. 

Russian bolsheviki forces have 
reached Ostrov, fifty-three miles 
northeast of Warsaw and twenty- 
five miles southwest of Lomza.

REVOLT S BLOCKED 


; 
Mundy Bill Precipitates 
Fight on House Sched- 
ule, But Effort to Halt 
Mapped-Out Program 
Collapses. 


The first effort at a revolt against 
the house rules committee to be 
made this session was sprung yes- 
terday morning, the day that the 
committee formerly took charge of 
the calendar, but it quickly col- 
lapsed when the house was informed 
by the speaker that the committee 
was fixing the calendar for several 
days in advance, with a view to 
getting through with pending busi- 
ness. ‘ 

When the house adjourned Wea- 
nesday afternoon, it was in the 
midst of a debate on the bill of 
Mr. Mundy, of Polk, to amend the 
constitution so as to provide for 
biennial sessions of the general as- 
sembly. The committee had placed 
the bill on the calendar for that 
afternoon, in the teeth of an adverse 
committee report, for the purpose or 
disagreeing to the report if the 
house so chose. 


No vote was reached Wednesday 
afternoon, and when the house met 
Thursday morning the Mundy bill 


had been displaced by the steering 
committee for special appropria- 
tions, which constituted the program 
of the day. Mr. Arnold, of Clay, 
and other members objected, hold- 
ing that biennial sessions should 
come up as unfinished business. 
Finally, Mr. Mundy moved to upset 
the rules committee schedule and 
called for the ayes and noes, 
Withdraws Motion. 

Mr, Neill, of Muscogee, floor 
leader, explained that the Mundy 
bill had been placed on the calendar 
Only for Wedensday gfternoon, and 
that it must go off to make room 
for the Thursday calendar. He said 
that the house could never get 
through with the business before it 
if bills were allowed to go over 
from day to day. On the declara- 
tion of the speaker that the rules 
committee had been compelled to 
arrange its calendar for several days 
in advance in order to get through 
with it, and that any breach in the 
program would affect all measures 
to be considered during the re— 
mainder of the session; Mr. Mundy 
Withdrew his motion with the un- 
derstanding that it would be taken 
up again after appropriation bills 
were disposed of, if time were found 
to devote to it. 

It was quite evident that, inas- 
much as the rules committee had 
been upheld during the ęarly part 
of the session, when only a majority 
of those voting was necessary to 
sustain, anv attempt to reverse it 
would be futile, now that it required 
two-thirds of those. voting and a 
majority of the whole house, to do 


S0. There is little doubt that Floor 


Leader Neill's daily program will 
Zo through smoothlv during the few 
days remaining, particularly in view 


the house that the rules committee 
is doing everything in its power 
to expedite the work of the body and 
give consideration to every bill that 
hes a chance of passage. The com- 
mittee cannot help but realize that 
it is only a waste Of time to put up 
bills that have no chance of 
passage. 
Action on Senate Bills. 

Members of the rules committee 
said yesterday that it would prob- 
ably be Monday before the houss 
wouid be able to take up senate 
bills. In view of the fact that all 
measures must receive the approval 
of both bodies before they can be- 
come law, it is evident that three 
days will be a very brief time for 
the house to devote to the work 
which has taken the smaller hood 
forty-seven to turn out. There is 
some danger that important bills 
may get lost in the final jam of 
work. Then, too, consideration must 
be taken of the report of the Bahn- 
sen investigating committee, whose 
report is due to come in next Tues- 
day. This will doubtles precipitate 
a furious debate, consuming a good 
deal of time. 

All of these considerations have 
induced the rules committee to in- 
sist on a full dav's work, with dou- 
ble sessions daily. For this reason, 
the speaker is holding the house 
to late afternoon sessions. There Is 
no other hope of getting through 
the business.

| Depositions in Suit 


Against Palmetto 
Bank Postponed 


Under an order issued Thursday 
morning by Judge Samuel S. Sib- 
ley, depositions in the suit recently 
brought in federal court by lex 
Hyman & Co. against the Bank of 
Palmetto can not be taken until 
after September 15, owing to the 
inability of counsel for the defend- 
ant to have his case prepared be- 
fore that time. The suit was 
brought against the bank to recover 
certain funds shortly after C. D. 
Batcheller, cashier of the bank, is 
alleged to have absconded from the 
bank, leaving a _ shortage in ac- 
counts of several thousand dollars. 
Letters and telegrams found after 
Batcheller’s alleged disappearance 
indieated that he had been dealing 
in cotton futures.

with the right of the parties by 
consent to take depositions sooner.
